CANCEL THE LICENSES 

Alberta is not the only province in 
which law enforcement officers appear to 
be having increasing trouble to keep 
motor cars in charge of sober drivers. 
Complaint of like conditions is common in 
most if not all the other provinces, On- 
tario papers make the prevalence of the 
drunken driver a standing subject of com- 
ment. 

Elsewhere, as in Alberta, the conclu- 
sion seems to be thgt the one and only 
way to abate the menace is to keep en | 
cancelling the licenses of drivers who are 
found operating their cars while intoxi- 
cated, That should be done, without ex- 
ception. The driver who gets off with- 
nothing worse than that and a moderate 
fine is getting off cheap, for his offence 
borders closely on crime, 


Some excitement was caused in a 
‘suburb of Caigary a few days ago when 
an explosion occurred because gasoline 
had got into a sewer into which some one 
dropped a match or a cigarette stub. 
Luckily no damage was done, but damage | 
would have been done had the explosion 
occurred in the densely populated part of 
the city — or of any other city. 

After Ottawa’s experience early in 
the summer with exploding sewers there | 
ought to be among the bylaws of every 
town and city in Canada one forbidding 
under heavy penalty the draining of gaso- 
line or inflammable oil into sewers. 
Officials of the Dominion Government at 
that time issued a pamphlet setting out 
the danger to a community of permitting 
this practice. If the warning has not been | 
heeded it is time that the councils attended | 
to the matter. 

NOT THAT ANXIOUS 

The Senators at Washington voted 
down the proposal to make the 42-cent 
duty on wheat apply to Canadian wheat 
that is imported into the United States in 
bond and there ground into flour for sale 
in foreign markets. The U.S. millers im- 
port our hard wheat free of duty for mix- | 
ing with the softer home-grown varieties, 
in order to produce high-grade flour for 
sale abroad, Senator Walsh wanted to 
deprive them of that privilege, but his 
colleagues thought otherwise

would Canadians in that case have had 
cause for alarm.

“TIGHTENING UP 


The Minister of National Revenue is 
tightening up the application of the 
“dumping” clause to goods which are 
shipped into Canada and sold at cut rates 
in competition with Canadian goods. Here- 
after the foreign shipper. who dumps 
goods in Canada will have to pay duty on 
their full value and also pay a special levy 
eqaul to the difference between a fair 
price and the price at which he is slaugh- 
tering them. Hitherto he has paid duty 
on the full value, but has not been called 
upon for the special levy unless he sold 
here at something more than five per cent 
less than the price at which such goods 
were sold in the country of origin. 

But under the law as it stands this spe- 
cial levy can be collected only up to fif- 
teen per cent of the value of the goods, If 


{han fifteen per cent he must pay duty on 
the full value, but escapes with only fifteen 
per cent of special levy. The effect seems 
to be to penalize the foreign shipper who 
cuts rates by a small margin, but to ex- 
cuse the one who cuts them to ruinous 
levels. It would be interesting to know 
how parliament arrived at the conclusion 
that nominal dumping is a crime, but that

Last June Sir Gilbert, taking this request for a 
pill of learning his text, sald some simple but 


significant things about education to a World Con- 
ference of Education Associations in Geneva, 

He admits at the outset that eduaction consists in 
learning something, but rightly insists that we cannot 
begin wisely to plan the processes of education until 
we know what it is that we should learn, 

Is education learning to get on in the world? Sir 
Gilbert thinks not. The educated man manifestly 
should get on better than the uneducated man, but a 
surface success is not the major ojective of educa- 
tion 

Is education learning 


to be useful? Sir Gilbert 
thinks not. The educated man manifestly should be 
more useful than the uneducated man, but there is 
more to education than the making of handy men 
around the place or for the period 

T'wo things we should learn, Sir Gilbert 
and these two ave as follow 

First, to have truer beliefs 

Second, to have better desires 

If a man is to achieve something beyond his in- 
herited beliefs and his instinctive desires, he must 
learn to see and understand the larger world of 
which his littl Ego is but a part, and Sir Gilbert 
thinks, men learn to “see and understand” chiefly in 
three ways, as follows: 

First, by intimate contact with superior minds, 

This contact with superior minds may be found 
outside or inside schools, but some intimate conlact 
wilh superior minds is essential in education; we may 
find information in a system of organized mass 
teaching, but education requires intimate contact be- 
tween minds 

Second, by intimate contact with great minds in 
books and art 

Not the hasty gulping of the latest best-seller, but 
the reading of really great books with understanding 
and enjoyment, so that we come to “know” at least 
a few great books, Plato's Republic, perhaps. Or 
Aristoule’s Ethics. Or the four great tragedies of 
Shakespeare. Or the main works of Gothe or Hegel 
or Racine or Pascal 

Third, by intimate contact with some subject

severe effort to master some one subject, for almost
